In this period of nation-wide trib- 
ute to the Constitution on its 150th 
anniversary, citizens will hope that 
the need for such a conflict will not 
reappear. 

They will hope that Washington | 
will give its full time, instead, to 
legislation devoted to the equal weil- 
being of all citizens. 

Relief from the rising costs of liv- 
ing which affect every segment of 
our 129,000,060 peopie, expanded op- 
portunities for employment, con- 
tinued progress in our national 
development, elimination of unnec- 
essary waste, renewed confidence in 
our agencies of government—these 
are some of the things that the peo- 
ple seek from Washington. 

It is a familiar and a traditionally 
American demand. It was what 
Jefferson had in mind when, | 
scussing the ideals of our early | 
Republic, he wrote: 

“A wise and frugal government 
which shall restrain men from in- | 
juring one another, which shall leave | 
them otherwise iree to regulate ti | 
own pursuits of industry and im- | 
provement, and shall not take from | 
the mouth of labor the bread it has | 
earned! This is the sum of good 
government.”
